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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


In  consequence  of  the  full  Report  made  last  year,  but  little 
remains  to  be  said  of  the  condition  of  the  Institute  for  the 
year  just  closed.  We  may  say,  however,  the  substantial  and 
beautiful  fence  around  the  Park,  was  finished  the  last  season, 
and  has  given  general  satisfaction.  The  appearance  of  the 
Park  has  been  much  improved  by  labor  on  the  avenues,  and 
the  planting  of  several  choice  trees  and  shrubs.  The  Institute 
Building,  under  the  charge  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings,  has, 
the  past  year,  been  much  improved,  in  its  general  appearance. 

The  Trustees  would  express  their  regret,  at  the  resignation 
of  Rev.  Dr.  Milton  P.  Braman,  caused  by  his  removal  from 
town.  The  interest  he  always  manifested  in  the  prosperity  of 
the  Institute,  and  his  services  as  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  make  his  resignation  deeply  regretted.

Oentlemen:  —  In  accordance  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  In- 
stitute, I  present  the  following  Report  of  the  condition  and 
operation  of  the  Library,  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1870. 

The  whole  number  of  books  now  on  the  Accession  Catalogue 
is  6,240. 

Of  this  number  there  have  been  added,  the  past  year,  347. 
Three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  by  purchase,  and  ten  were 
gifts,  as  follows: — Three,  "Debates  in  the  Mass.  Convention 
of  1853,"  from  Simeon  Putnam.  One,  "  Catalogue  of  Library 
of  Young  Men's  Association  of  Milwaukee,"  from  Joshua  Sil- 
vester. One,  "Salem  Water  Works,"  from  the  City  of  Salem. 
One,  "  Report  of  the  Essex  Agricultural  Society,"  from  Charles 
P.  Preston.  Two,  "Life  and  Character  of  George  Peabody," 
from  the  author,  S.  T.  Wallis  of  Baltimore.  One,  "Our  Chil- 
dren in  Heaven,"  from  Miss  A.  L.  Page,  and  one,  "Report  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasuiy."

Of  those  reported  lost,  or  missing,  at  the  annual  examina- 
tion, five  have  been  returned ;  the  other  two  are  of  trifling 
value  and  could  easily  be  replaced  if  desirable.

Cost  of  books  added,  exclusive  of  Magazines 

and  Periodicals,  about  $635  65 
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From  a  slight  examination,  I  find  that,  of  the  additions^  to 
the  Library  the  past  year,  about  two-sevenths  are  stories  and 
works  of  fiction.  This  cannot  be  thought  to  be  too  great  a 
proportion  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  the  greater  part  of 
our  patrons  are  those  who  choose  such  reading.  The  balance 
are  books  of  Travels,  and  Historical,  Biographical,  and  mis- 
cellaneous works  of  permanent  value. 

Quite  a  large  number  of  English  standard  publications  have 
been  added  at  very  reasonable  prices  ;  and,  although  not  so 
much  called  for  by  the  general  reader,  are  nevertheless  a  valu- 
able acquisition  to  a  Public  Library. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  some  that  a  supplementary  cata- 
logue should  be  prepared,  as  there  are  now  some  four  hundred 
books  of  which  there  is  no  printed  catalogue.  I  would  simply 
refer  to  the  fact,  leaving  it  to  the  consideration  of  the  Com- 
mittee.

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REPOET  OF  THE  LIBEAEY  COMMITTEE 

ON  THE  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

The  Library  Committee  submit  the  following  Report  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1870. 

The  interest  in  the  Library  continues  unabated,  as  will  be 
seen  by  the  Report  of  the  Librarian.  Upon  the  annual  exami- 
nation of  the  books,  less  injur}^  was  noticed  than  in  any 
former  year.  It  was  also  apparent  that  those  which  have  sus- 
tained the  hardest  usage,  had  received  it  from  young  persons, 
but  by  increasing  the  Library  the  past  year  b}^  the  purchase  of 
books  suitable  for  this  class  of  readers,  the  injury  was  confined 
to  works  comparatively  of  little  value.  The  older  class  of 
readers,  who  have  yet  to  learn  the  careful  use  of  books,  we 
would  refer  to  the  Philobiblon  of  Richard  De  Bury,  Chapter 
17,  on  the  subject  "  of  handling  books  in  a  cleanly  manner." 
It  is  interesting  to  notice  that  books,  even  among  scholars  in 
the  thirteenth  century,  were  badly  handled,  for  De  Bury  said  at 
that  period,  "We  hold  it  expedient  to  exhort  students  upon 
various  negligences,  which  can  always  be  avoided,  but  are  won- 
derfuU}^  injurious  to  books."  The  committee  have  been  desir- 
ous to  ascertain  what  books  were  wanted  for  the  Library,  and 
have  requested  persons  to  furnish  them  with  such  lists  as  they 
would  approve,  and  we  have  frequently  purchased  a  book  at 
the  request  of  an  individual,  feeling  assured  that  it  would  be 
read  by  at  least  one  person,  which  is  more  than  can  be  said  of 
some  books  in  the  Library. 

In  the  two  generous  gifts  of  books  by  Mr.  Peabody,  are  some 
valuable  works,  solid  and  substantial,  bound  in  very  attractive 
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bindings,  in  the  best  style  of  Ha3^day,  the  great  London  binder, 
books  so  rare  that  we  might  well  hesitate  to  exhibit  them  to 
the  eyes  of  a  collector,  as  they  might  tempt  him,  if  not  to  steal, 
certainly  to  covet,  and  yet,  these  same  books  have  never  been 
called  for,  nor  taken  from  the  Library  !  All  we  would  say  to 
this  strange  neglect,  is  that  such  books  ought  to  be  read,  and 
we  will  entertain  the  hope  that  they  will  be,  and  will  continue 
to  enjoy  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  we  have  them  in  the 
Library,  and  know  where  to  find  them.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered that  the  usefulness  of  a  Library  is  not  wholly  to  be  meas- 
ured by  its  circulation,  for  in  all  Libraries  there  should  be  some 
books  that  would  be  termed  heavy,  both  as  to  size,  and  the 
weighty  subjects  they  present ;  such  works  would  be  used  for 
reference,  and  would  be  useful  for  that  purpose,  although  the}^ 
might  seldom  or  never  be  taken  from  the  Library.  The  com- 
mittee anticipating  the  wants  of  a  class  of  visitors  to  the 
Library,  have  furnished  them  facilities  for  the  examination  and 
consultation  of  the  books  just  mentioned,  and  the  Librarian 
and  his  assistants  will  be  ever  ready  to  further  the  prosecution 
of  their  studies  and  research.  How  far  Free  Public  Libraries 
should  be  supplied  with  works  of  fiction,  is  a  question  which  is 
frequently  brought  before  committees  having  charge  of  those 
institutions,  and  is  found  to  be  one  not  easily  answered. 

It  is  thought  by  some  persons,  that  seventy  per  cent,  of  the 
reading  of  the  present  time  is  of  fiction.  Now  what  proportion 
of  the  borrowers  of  books  from  our  Librar}^  are  novel  readers 
we  are  not  prepared  to  say,  but  certainly  not  a  large  propor- 
tion, much  smaller,  we  think,  than  in  some  Free  Libraries  in 
towns  where  there  are  circulating  libraries  which  contain  little 
else  than  works  of  fiction,  and  which  are  supposed  to  lessen  the 
demand  for  such  books  from  the  more  Public  Libraries.  The 
rule  regulating  the  purchase  of  works  of  fiction  adopted  b}'  the

Trustees  of  one  of  the  largest  Public  Libraries  in  the  Common- 
wealth is  as  follows:  —  "To  get  good  novels,  in  such  quanti- 
ties as  to  supply  a  reasonable  demand,  after  their  value  has 
been  fairly  ascertained,  and  it  has  been  known  that  they  are 
not  merely  of  ephemeral  interest,  but  to  avoid  filling  the  build- 
ing with  books  which  after  a  few  weeks  would  be  recognized 
as  the  most  worthless  and  neglected  trash." 

The  value  of  this  rule  to  our  apprehension  depends  very 
much  upon  its  application.  If  we  apply  it  hy  procuring  a  cer- 
tain portion,  or  per  cent.,  of  such  books,  we  certainly  can  keep 
the  supply  of  novels  within  a  reasonable  limit. 

But  if  we  apply  it  to  the  demand  whence  it  will  most 
naturally  and  most  assuredly  come,  to  loit :  the  girls,  and  to 
the  extent  and  demand  which  they  will  no  doubt  consider  as 
reasonable,  we  fear  the  rule  would  fail  us ! 

Our  experience  in  the  subject  under  consideration  leads  us 
to  believe  that  the  true  way  to  keep  novels  down  to  a  reasona- 
ble number  is  to  limit  the  purchase  of  them  by  a  percentage, 
and  hold  on  to  the  rule.  It  is,  certainly,  an  important  part  of 
the  duty  of  Library  committees  to  furnish  good  wholesome  food 
for  their  readers,  and  not  give  too  much  heed  to  their  cry  for 
comfits . 

The  caution  set  forth  in  the  rule  not  to  purchase  a  novel  un- 
til its  value  shall  have  been  fairly  ascertained,  would  preclude 
the  early  purchase  and  reading  of  the  book,  which  we  consider 
important  in  keeping  up  an  interest  in  the  Library,  and  a  de- 
sire on  the  part  of  its  readers  for  reading.  Shakespeare  said 
in  his  day,  that  "Good  wine  needeth  no  bush,"  but  in  our  day, 
even  good  books  are  supposed  to  need  as  much  unqualified 
praise  to  bring  them  before  the  reading  public  as  poor  ones. 
How,  then,  are  we  "to  ascertain  the  true  value  of  a  book? 
Certainly  not  by  any  critical  puflT  we  may  notice  in  print, 
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inflated,  and  put  forth  for  the  purpose  of  floating  it  before 
the  public  eye !  and  it  is  just  as  certain  that  we  cannot 
always  rely  upon  the  recommendations  of  interested  book- 
sellers. But  I  think  we  may  form  some  estimate  of  the  value 
of  a  book  by  the  reputation  which  the  publisher  sustains  as 
one  who  refuses  to  publish  the  manuscript  of  any  authors, 
except  those  in  good  repute.  Thus  knowing  our  men,  in 
selecting  our  books  we  can  pass  over  those  publishers  from 
whose  presses  are  sent  forth,  like  spawn,  their  trash}^  and  sen- 
sational productions. 

The  question  as  to  what  extent  books  should  be  duplicated, 
has  frequently  been  a  subject  for  consideration  by  those  having 
the  Library  in  charge,  and  has  not  yet  been  satisfactoril}^  set- 
tled. The  demand  of  our  readers  for  new  and  popular  works, 
runs  frequently  ahead  of  the  press,  from  first  noticing  their  an- 
nouncement, and  is  continued  for  some  time  after  their  publi- 
cation. When  a  book  leaves  the  Library  for  the  first  time,  its 
return  is  watched  by  the  eyes  of  many  eager  to  procure  it.  By 
a  contrivance  of  the  younger  readers,  thus  far  eluding  the 
older  eyes  of  the  committee,  it  is  made  to  circulate  amongst  a 
few  kindred  families  for  months,  while  those  standing  outside 
of  the  ring  wait  in  vain  to  get  hold  of  it.  The  committee  after 
several  attempts  to  remedy  this  evil,  and  to  give  all  readers 
a  more  equal  chance  to  read  new  and  popular  books  have 
duplicated  them. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings,  during  the  past  year,  have  fur- 
nished a  carpet  for  the  Library  room,  a  table  for  the  use  of  vis- 
itors who  wish  to  consult  or  cop}^  books,  and  a  safe  for  the 
protection  of  the  Records  of  the  Trustees,  and  other  papers. 
At  the  suggestion  of  the  Library  Committee,  that  the  room 
under  their  charge  be  made  more  attractive  and  beautiful,  the 
Committee  on  Buildings  have  placed  inside  of  its  railing  well 
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executed  busts  of  noted  statesmen  and  scholars,  including  one 
copied  from  the  marble  bust  of  Powers,  of  our  distinguished 
benefactor,  Mr.  Peabody.

The  Trustees  of  the  Institute  would  report  that,  with  a  lar- 
ger appropriation  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  the  Park 
and  Institute  Building,  they  have  been  able  to  do  more  towards 
beautifying  the  grounds  by  setting  out  trees,  shrubs  and  plants. 
They  have  also,  in  order  to  procure  a  supply  of  water  for  use- 
ful and  ornamental  pur])oses,  either  by  a  hydraulic  process 
from  Putnam's  Pond,  or  in  anticipation  of  a  supply  from  Swan 
Pond  or  Wenham  Lake,  selected  a  spot,  and  broken  ground  for 
a  fountain. 

The  Park,  when  the  improvements  which  the  Committee  have 
in  view  are  more  manifest,  will  exhibit  much  beauty,  and  afford 
a  fine  and  pleasant  resort  to  the  people  of  Danvers.  Under 
the  care  and  direction  of  Mr.  Silvester,  it  has  been  kept  in 
good  condition  during  the  year,  and  the  grounds  have  been 
laid  out  judiciously  and  in  good  taste.

EEPOKT  OF  THE  LIBRAEY  COMMITTEE 

ON  THE  COXDITION  OF  THE  LIBKARY. 

The  Library  Committee  would  submit  the  following  Report 
for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1873. 

The  interest  in  the  Library  is  continually  increasing,  and  we 
are  less  disposed  to  complain  in  regard  to  the  careless  use  of 
the  loaned  books.  There  is,  however,  much  room  for  improve- 
ment in  the  handling  of  them,  which  we  should  be  pleased  to 
notice  in  our  future  reports. 

Several  periodical  works  of  a  miscellaneous  character  have 
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been  added  to  the  Library,  and  more  are  wanted.  They  are 
more  generally  read  tlian  an}^  other  class  of  writings. 

We  think  there  is  an  increasing  desire  in  onr  readers  for 
works  of  fiction  and  poetry.  The  American  Social  Science 
Association  have  published  a  pamphlet,  the  object  of  which  is 
to  help  the  growth  of  free  public  libraries,  in  which  it  is  said. 
Experience  in  our  largest  free  public  librar\'  suggests  that 
of  every  twenty  volumes,  seven  should  be  fiction  (including 
poetry)  ;  five,  travel ;  four,  history  (including  biography)  ;  and 
four,  art,  literature  (general)  and  science."  This  rule  would 
give  us  a  little  more  than  one-third  of  the  books  purchased, 
works  of  fiction,  poems  and  light  literature  ;  hardly  enough  we 
think  to  satisfy  the  girls.  It  is  thought  that  sevent}^  per  cent, 
of  novels  and  light  literature  is  provided  for  the  readers  in 
many  of  our  public  libraries.  There  is  a  class  of  books,  Rob- 
inson Crusoe  standing  for  the  type,  which  has  been  very  much 
iiicreased  for  a  few  years  past,  books  of  travel,  adventure  and 
natural  history,  not  mentioned  in  the  above  list  of  twenty, 
which  boys  must  and  should  have.  *  And  it  is  interesting  to 
notice  with  what  avidity  these  are  read,  gloated  over  and 
mentally  devoured  by  our  young  friends.  By  the  reading  of 
these  books  their  evenings  are  spent  at  home,  where  they 
should  be  ;  and  their  voices  are  not  heard  in  the  street.  In 
towns  and  cities  where  circulating  libraries  exist,  the  inhabi- 
tants can  be  supplied  with  fictitious  reading  from  these  sources, 
and  there  is  no  occasion  for  this  want  being  met  by  free  public 
libraries. 

It  has  been  a  question  by  the  committee,  in  purchasing  books, 
how  many,  if  an}',  should  be  merely  books  of  reference,  seldom 
called  for  to  be  taken  from  the  library.  Some  would  repl}'  to 
this  question,  that  we  should  only  purchase  such  books  as  would 
be  read.   We  think  we  cannot  be  wholly  governed  b}"  that  rule, 
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for  we  have  noticed,  and  must  say,  that  many  books  of  little 
value,  whose  reputation  scarcely  survives  the  year  in  which 
they  were  printed,  are  most  read.  Good  books  of  reference, 
although  seldom,  if  ever,  taken  from  the  library,  are  valuable 
to  our  school  teachers,  and  their  pupils  in  the  higher  branches 
of  education  ;  and  are  frequently  consulted  by  others  who  are 
seeking  for  knowledge  or  some  fact  solid  and  useful. 

We  know  and  feel,  however,  that  the  reading  public  want 
books  that  are  fresh  from  the  press,  and  are  talked  about, 
and  if  they  are  not  soon  furnished  much  of  their  interest  is 
lost  or  dissipated.  In  order  to  meet  this  immediate  want,  we 
must  make  frequent  additions  to  the  library  ;  and  in  some 
cases,  when  there  is  something  like  a  famishing  desire  mani- 
fested and  expressed  to  the  committee  for  a  book  direct  from 
the  press,  they  have  been  furnished,  and  it  has  been  loaned 
before  being  entered  upon  the  accession  catalogue.  But  these 
are  desperate  cases  allowable  only  to  hungry  minds.  The 
committee  have  thought  in  view  of  the  fact  that  very  many  of 
our  books  are  poorly  and  slightly  bound  (if  indeed  we  can  call 
a  booli  bound  that  is  onl}^  held  together  by  a  few  stitches  and 
a  little  paste,  which  comes  to  pieces  the  first  time  it  is  used), 
that  if  thc}^  could  be  bought  of  the  publishers  in  the  sheets  at 
a  cost  less  the  bindings,  and  by  our  public  libraries  put  into  a 
plain,  half  leather  binding,  well  and  faithfully  sewed,  with 
plain  lettering,  so  that  we  shall  no  longer  be  compelled  to  buy 
and  pay  for  these  miserable  sham  gilt  bindings,  it  would  be  a 
saving  of  money  and  vexation  of  spirit- 

Our  library  now  numbers  7,100  volumes,  embracing  works  in 
the  various  departments  of  literature.  Not  unfrequently  we 
are  called  upon  to  furnish  a  book  said  not  to  be  found  in  the 
catalogue,  but  upon  a  little  closer  examination  it  is  found 
to  be  there,  and,  could  the  book  through  its  author  speak,  it 
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would  express  a  desire  to  leave  its  dusty  niche  and  find  a 
reader. 

Occasionally  we  hear  persons  say  "I  cannot,"  or  "I  never 
can  find  the  book  I  want  in  the  library  ;  it  is  not  there."  Well, 
reader,  we  will  tell  you  how  you  can  get  it ;  make  known  your 
want  to  the  librarian  (after  careful  examination  of  the  cata- 
logue to  be  sure  it  is  not  there,  and  that  you  are  right),  and  he 
will  take  measures  to  procure  it  for  you.  And  here  we  should 
not  be  much  surprised  to  learn  that  our  readers  are  complain- 
ing of  the  committee  that  they  are  not  furnished,  from  time  to 
time  as  occasion  may  require,  with  a  printed  supplementary 
catalogue  of  the  books  purchased,  whereby  they  may  know 
what  works  are  in  the  library.  This  complaint,  particularly 
when  coming  from  the  class  of  readers  who  do  not  visit  the 
library  and  examine  the  written  catalogue  there  posted,  but 
depend  wholly  upon  the  one  printed,  is  certainly  not  unreason- 
able, and  should  claim  the  attention  of  the  committee. 

We  may  here  say  the  committee  desire  to  furnish  books  both 
new  and  old,  but  these  particular  wants  must  first  be  made 
known  before  they  can  be  supplied. 

The  committee  are  pleased  to  notice  the  care  and  interest 
taken  b}^  the  librarian  and  his  assistants,  and  the  good  order 
and  decorum  present  in  the  audience  room. 

In  conclusion  we  would  commend  the  Library  to  the  citizens 
of  Dan  vers,  and  trust  we  have  not  mistaken  their  wants,  nor 
forgotten  the  designs  of  its  generous  and  respected  founder.

OF  PEABODY  INSTITUTE. 

Gentlemen : — In  accordance  with  the  requisition  of  the  By- 
laws of  the  Institute,  I  submit  the  following  Report  of  the 
operation  and  condition  of  the  Libraiy,  for  the  year  ending 
March  4,  1874. 
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The  whole  number  of  books  now  on  the  Accession  Cata- 
logue is  7,483,  not  including  forty  volumes  public  documents 
from  Messrs.  Sanger  and  Loring,  and  Government  Officials  at 
Washington,  which  are  yet  uncatalogued. 

Of  this  number  there  have  been  added,  the  past  year,  478 
volumes ;  472  by  purchase,  and  six  were  gifts  as  reported  in 
August. 

Cost  of  books  added,  exclusive  of  Periodicals  taken,  about 
$717. 

Average  cost  per  volume  about  one  dollar  and  seventy-five 
cents. 

Number  of  volumes  bound  8,  rebound  40,  worn  out  and 
withdrawn  from  circulation  25. 

Number  of  volumes  delivered  15,841;  being  an  increase  of 
1900  volumes  over  last  year. 

Amount  of  fines  collected,  $39.65. 

Number  of  borrowers'  names  added  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
six. 

There  are  now  900  volumes  of  which  there  is  no  printed 
catalogue ;  and  if,  as  has  been  our  custom,  we  add  100  or 
more,  early  in  the  Spring,  there  will  be  enough  to  make  a  supple- 
ment of  some  twenty-two  or  twenty-three  pages.  The  last, 
printed  in  August,  1871,  contained  sixteen  pages,  costing  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  page,  400  copies  being  furnished 
for  that  sum.  Most  of  these  books  are  posted  on  the  boards, 
and  if  thought  best  the  balance  can  be  placed  there  and  the 
printing  of  a  supplement  delayed  to  some  future  time. 

There  are  many,  however,  who  would  prefer  a  catalogue  of 
more  convenient  form.

REPOET  OF  THE  LIBEAEY  COMMITTEE 

ON  THE  CONDITION  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

The  Library  Committee  would  submit  the  following  Report 
for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1874  : 

The  condition  of  the  Libraiy  remains  the  same  as  given  in 
our  last  Report  The  inconvenience  attending  the  want  of  a 
new  catalogue  is  felt  more  and  more,  as  the  number  of  volumes 
increases.  We  need  a  system  of  classification,  and  an  arrange- 
ment of  our  books,  and  this  work  cannot  be  much  longer  de- 
layed. There  appears  to  be  a  constant  increase  of  borrowers' 
names  added  to  the  list,  from  year  to  year,  showing  a  greater 
interest  in  the  Library.  How  to  secure  the  best  results  from 
the  sum  appropriated  for  its  use,  is  the  study  of  the  Library  Com- 
mittee ;  and  they  find  the  most  difficult  part  of  their  duty  is  in  se- 
lecting and  purchasing  books.  What  shall  we  select,  is  a  ques- 
tion not  always  easy  to  decide.  We  have  solicited  aid  in  the 
choice  of  books  from  our  readers,  and  promptly  furnished  them. 
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in  some  cases,  before  they  have  been  entered  on  the  accession  cat- 
alogue. In  the  performance  of  their  duty,  the  committee  think 
they  should  not  forget  that  they  are  called  upon  to  manage  a 
Free  Public  Library, — not  a  collection  of  books  for  the  anti- 
quary, for  the  theologian,  or  for  scientific  study  exclusively. 
However,  it  is  well  for  Libraries,  that  have  sufficient  funds,  to 
procure  all  works  of  an  early  date,  for  there  are  occasional 
readers  who  call  for  them.  We  think,  as  a  general  rule,  but 
few  of  our  readers  read  old  books,  and  have  noticed  that  those 
most  read  are  works  fresh  from  the  press.  An  elderly  and 
intelligent  lady  once  said  she  could  always  get  from  the  Li- 
brary the  books  she  wanted,  for  they  were  never  out.  We  asked 
her  what  those  books  were  she  always  found  on  the  shelves ; 
she  said  old  theological  books. 

Books  relating  to  the  Civil  or  Natural  History  of  our  ex- 
tended country  should  be  procured  whether  new  or  old  ;  they 
will  always  be  valuable,  and  continue  to  increase  in  value  from 
year  to  year.  We  want  also  the  higher  class  of  educational 
works,  useful  to  our  teachers  and  pupils  in  our  Grammar  and 
High  Schools.  Within  a  few  years  our  publishers  have  fur- 
nished a  large  class  of  books,  relating  to  Western  travels  and 
expeditions,  always  interesting  to  young  readers.  In  regard 
to  books,  which  we  will  call  prose  fiction,  or  novels,  shall  we 
continue  to  furnish  them  ?  Most  certainly,  for  a  Public  Library 
would  not  be  complete  without  them.  What  we  need  is  a  ju- 
dicious selection  of  these  fictitious  writings,  avoiding  all  those 
of  a  pernicious  character,  and  excluding  them,  should  they  be 
found  in  the  Library.  And  should  any  of  our  readers  discover 
any  novels  or  other  works  of  a  vicious  character,  the  Librarian 
or  some  one  of  the  Library  Committee  would  be  pleased  to  be 
informed  of  it.  If  we  should  put  the  question  to  our  numerous 
readers,  what  proportion  of  prose  fiction  should  be  furnished, 
we  should  at  once  find  a  great  variety  of  opinions,  in  regard  to 
it.  Some  would  go  so  far  as  to  exclude  them  entirely.  The}^ 
seem  to  forget  that  the  desire  to  hear  stories  told,  or  read  them 
in  books,  is  instinctive  in  children  and  3'Oung  persons.  This 
want  is  early  manifested  by  the  child,  in  its  earnest  importu- 
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nity  that  its  parents  would  tell  a  story.  It  is  greatly  fostered 
in  our  Sabbath  Schools,  by  the  books  furnished  its  young 
readers,  and  gathers  strength  in  youth,  and  is  felt  in  a  greater 
degree,  before  they  enter  the  sober  business  of  life.  For  the 
benefit  and  comfort  of  our  young  readers,  who  are  supposed  by 
some  persons  to  be  the  only  guilty  readers  of  novels,  we  will 
affirm  that  the  reading  of  these  works  is  not  confined  to  those 
who  take  the  books  from  the  Librar}^,  but  they  are  also  read  by 
older  persons  in  the  household.  There  is  perhaps  less  apology 
now  offered  than  formerly,  by  those  having  in  charge  our  Pub- 
lic Libraries  for  purchasing  works  of  fiction.  It  used  to  be  the 
way  years  ago,  for  some  publishers,  as  an  apology  for  publish- 
ing novels,  to  say  they  were  founded  on  facts,  although  we  were 
never  able  to  discover  their  foundations.  There  were  also, 
those  who  would  apologize  to  the  public  for  their  publications 
by  saying  they  were  religious  romances.  These  last  fictions 
were  generally  very  weak  productions,  but  may  have  minis- 
tered to  a  low  literary  taste,  which  in  time  would  crave  stronger 
food.  It  is  now  many  years  since,  that  some  one,  in  order  to 
set  forth  and  counteract  what  he  supposed  to  be  the  pernicious 
effects  of  fictitious  works,  published  in  Philadelphia  a  novel,  a 
feeble  imitation  of  the  "Life  and  Exploits  of  Don  Quixote  De 
La  Mancha,"  and  entitled  "Female  Quixotism."  The  heroine 
of  the  tale  was  a  Dulcina,  Dorcas  Sheldon  by  name,  who  was 
represented  as  being  spoilt  past  all  recovery  by  the  reading  o 
novels.  Would  not  our  girls  like  to  see  a  copy  of  this  old 
romance ;  we  have  seen  two  editions  of  it,  but  it  has  now  long 
been  out  of  print.  From  sixty-five  to  seventy  per  cent,  is  the 
usual  amount  of  prose  fiction  furnished  the  Public  Libraries  in 
this  country.  In  the  Free  Libraries  of  England,  the  percent- 
age is  still  higher.  In  our  own  Library  there  is  a  less  number 
of  volumes  of  this  class  of  writings  than  in  most  Public  Li- 
braries. There  are  always  a  less  number  of  them  on  our 
shelves,  than  our  accession  Catalogue  would  seem  to  indicate. 
Many  of  them  are  ephemeral  in  their  character  and,  by  much 
reading  and  careless  usage,  are  soon  worn  out,  and  withdrawn 
from  the  Library  and  seldom  replaced.    Much  might  be  said 
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of  the  value  of  our  Public  Library  to  the  inhabitants  of  Dan- 
vers ;  and  it  is  gratifying  to  the  Committee  to  note  an  increas- 
ing disposition  on  their  part,  to  avail  themselves  of  its  priv- 
ileges.

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  By-laws  ot  the  Insti- 
tute, I  present  the  following  report  of  the  operation  and 
condition  of  the  Library,  for  the  year  ending  March  3,  1875. 

The  whole  number  of  books  now  on  the  Accession  Cata- 
logue is  Of  this  number  there  have  been  added  the 
past  year,  198  ;  152  by  purchase,  and  the  balance  were  gifts 
from  Messrs.  S.  P.  Fowler,  Dr.  George  B.  Loring,  and  George 
J.  Sanger,  as  reported  in  August.

Many  of  our  books  show  the  signs  of  constant  use,  and  by 
a  class  of  readers,  the  young,  who  are  not  always  as  careful 
as  they  ought  to  be  ;  but  some  allowance  must  be  made  and 
due  consideration  still  shown,  in  the  selection  of  books  suited 
to  their  taste  and  age  ;  for  the  habit  of  spending  leisure  hours 
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in  reading,  must  always  prove  a  source  of  pleasure  and  profit. 

There  are  some  sets  of  books  badly  worn,  which  should  be 
replaced  as  soon  as  the  means  can  be  spared.

To  THE  LlltRARY  COMMITTEE  OF  PeABODY  INSTITUTE. 

Gentlemen  : — I  submit  the  following  statement  in  regard  to  the  condition 
and  operation  of  the  Library,  since  the  last  Annual  Report : — 

The  whole  number  of  books  now  on  the  Accession  Catalogue,  is  8677. 

Of  this  number  there  have  been  added  the  past  year  269.  Of  these 
ten  were  magazines  taken  in  numbers  and  afterward  bound;  three  were 
gifts,  as  follows  :— One  "Treatise  on  rnnctuation,"  from  S.  P.  Fowler; 
one  "Histoiy  of  Bunker  Hill  Momiment  Association,"  from  the  author, 
George  Washington  Warren;  one,  "Memorial  Addresses; — Life  and 
character  of  Henry  Wilson,"  from  the  Hon.  Charles  P.  Thompson;  and 
256  by  purchase.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  COMMITIEE, 


For  the  year  ending  March  31st,  18S0. 


It  is  gratifying  to  marls:  the  growing  appreciation  of  the  Library  as 
shown  by  the  increasing  use  of  its  privileges.  The  Librarian's  report 
records  the  addition  of  180  names  to  the  list  of  readers  in  the  year  past. 
The  number  of  books  drawn  has  been  larger  than  in  any  previous  year  in 
the  history  of  the  Library,  having  risen  from  18,000  last  year  to  22,000  in 
the  3^ear  just  closed.  This  increase  of  more  than  20  per  cent  in  books 
dra\vn  cannot  be  accounted  for  by  the  growth  of  the  town.  The  cause  is 
partl}'^  to  be  found  in  the  interest  excited  in  various  subjects  by  the  De- 
bating Societies  and  Literature  Clubs  and  History  Classes  that  have 
sprung  up  in  the  town  in  recent  months.  The  encouragement  of  such 
studies  is  one  of  the  most  important  services  the  Library  renders  the 
town.  Doubt  is  often  expressed  concerning  the  real  value  of  much  of  the 
reading  of  the  present  day.  But  no  one  can  doubt  the  worth  of  the  read- 
ing done  b}^  young  men  who  come  to  the  Library  to  ask  for  books  that 
Avill  help  them  in  debate  on  the  Tarift;  or  the  Currency,  or  other  like 
questions  of  practical,  or  philosophical  importance.  So  during  the  last 
year  others  have  come  inquiring  for  all  the  works  of  particular  authors 
they  Avere  studying  in  connection  with  a  Literature  Club ;  or  have  asked 
to  see  all  the  books  on  our  shelves  relating  to  some  period  of  history,  in 
order  to  select  a  half-score  of  volumes  for  a  Class  who  were  reading 
together  on  that  period.  Such  use  of  the  Library  will  become  far  easier 
and  more  attractive  when  the  new  Catalogue  is  ready  next  September. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  from  time  to  time  Clubs  or  Classes  will  take  up 
still  other  subjects  like  Geology,  Pre-historic  Man,  Pblitical  Economy, 
Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy  and  the  like.  A  large  demand  for  the  host 
books  on  some  of  these  subjects  might  make  necessary  the  purchase  of 
many  new  volumes  in  some  departments.  But  nothing  could  be  more 
beneficial  to  the  community,  or  more  satisfactory  to  whoever  is  charged 
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with  the  purchase  of  books  than  to  have  the  call  lor  \vei<^]ity  and  impor- 
tant books  so  great  that  their  proportion  in  onr  alcoves  must  be  largely 
increased. 

The  character  of  our  Library  is  now  on  the  wliolo  more  solid  tlian  the 
average  of  similar  institutions,  though  some  show  a  still  smaller  propoi-- 
tion  of  Fiction.  The  following  table  gives  tlie  perceutage  of  our  books  in 
each  of  the  great  classes  under  which  the  contents  of  a  library  nniy  con- 
veniently be  arranged : —

The  percentage  of  fiction  certainly  seems  larger  than  is  desirable,  as 
that  under  the  10th  and  lltli  heads  is  as  e\  idently  too  small.  So  great, 
however,  is  the  call  for  story  books  that  the  Library  Committee  are  con- 
stantly under  a  strong  outside  pressure  to  still  further  enlarge  the  dis- 
proportionate size  of  that  dep  irtuieut.  The  250  additions  of  the  3'ear  just 
closed  contained  over  20  per  cent  of  Fiction,  with  only  2  per  cent  of 
Society,  and  but  a  single  volume  of  Philosophy.  For  the  two  last  years 
the  additions  show  a  still  larger  proportion  of  Fiction— over  2G  per  cent — 
to  llh  of  History,  3h  of  Theology,  5  of  Society  and  less  than  1  per  cent  of 
Philosophy.  It  has  been  the  constant  endeavor  of  the  Committee  to 
admit  only  the  better  class  of  Fiction  to  our  shelves,  and  that  endeavor, 
we  think,  has  been  for  the  most  part  successful.  Suggestions  in  regard 
to  books  wished  for  are  always  welcome,  and  are  followed  as  far  as  means 
and  the  proper  balance  of  ditferent  dei)artments  of  literature  will  allow. 
Every  one  who  asks  for  the  purchase  of  a  l)ook  of  the  solider  sort,  and 
every  one  who  reads  such  a  book  when  purchased  is  giving  important 
help  in  raising  the  standard  of  reading  in  the  town. 

More  than  thirty-live  volumes,  worn  out  with  use  have  been  replaced 
with  new  copies  the  past  year.  These  include  complete  sets  of  the  Rollo 
Books  and  Rollo's  Travels  so  much  delighted  in  by  boys  ;  and  seven  vol- 
umes of  Harper's  Magazines,  our  set  of  which  is  now^  complete  from 
December,  18G1.  Twenty-three  years  of  use  lu's  nearly  worn  out  the  set 
of  AValter  Scott's  prose,  and  an  English  edition,  presented  some  years 
ago  by  Mr.  Peabody  but  hitherto  stored,  will  now  be  put  into  circulation. 
In  the  year,  204  volumes  have  been  re-bound.    Such  extensive  renewals 
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aud  repairs  seriously  lessen  tlie  sum  for  new  books.  The  kinds  that  sufler 
most  are  books  of  Fiction  and  Travel,  and  especiall}-  hoys'  books.  Some 
of  our  younger  readers  are  not  as  careful  of  the  bool:s  as  they  ought  to  be. 
When  the  afternoon  of  Library  Day  is  stormy  nniny  of  the  1)ooks  come  in 
very  much  marred  and  injured  by  the  wet.  This  ought  not  to  be.  It  is 
evident,  too,  tliat  books  are  often  read  with  soiled  liands  and  even  roughly 
used.  If  parents  ^vill  watch  over  their  children's  use  of  Library  books, 
and  older  readers  always  be  as  careful  of  the  property  of  the  public  as  of 
their  own,  much  might  be  saved  annually  in  binding,  to  be  spent  in  new- 
books.  Attention  ought  also  frequently  to  l)e  called  to  the  last  paragrai)h 
of  the  abbreviated  regulations  as  pasted  on  the  cover  of  every  volume. 
It  may  also  be  suggested  in  this  connection  that  readers  will  greatly  con- 
sult their  own  convenience  by  coming  to  the  Library  on  Wednesday 
instead  of  Saturchiy  ^vhcn  that  is  possible.  So  many  more  books  are  now 
asked  for  on  Saturdays  that  a  great  deal  of  delay  is  unavoidable  on  that 
day,  while  on  Wednesdays  there  are  seldom  so  many  present  at  any  one 
time  as  to  occasion  waiting  for  one  another. 

In  response  to  the  request  made  last  year  for  contributions  to  the  Local 
and  Natural  History  of  Danvers,  the  Library  has  received  from  Mrs.  Jonas 
Fiske  a  valuable  collection  of  sermons  by  Dr.  WadsAVorth  of  the  First 
Parish.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  many  similar  contributions  will  be  made 
from  time  to  time,  till  the  Library  becomes  a  repository  of  all  the  existing 
material  for  a  complete  history  of  the  town.  The  Library  may  thus  be 
not  only  an  occasion  of  just  pride  and  a  source  of  elevating  pleasure  for 
all  our  citizens,  but  become  year  by  year  a  more  valuable  quarry  from 
which  the  antiquarian  and  historian  can  successfully  reconstruct  the  life 
of  past  generations  on  this  ftimous  ground,  and  the  moralist  bring  forth 
the  lessons  of  experience  for  the  instruction  of  each  succeeding  generation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 


To  THE  Trustees  of  the  Peabodv  Institute  : — 

The  committee  of  the  Peabody  Liln-ary,  in  presenting  their 
annnal  report  take  pleasure  in  noting  its  favoralile  condition,  and 
the  great  vahie  which  is  phaced  upon  it  by  so  numerous  a  class  of 
our  citizens.  The  additions  of  new  volumes  from  time  to  time 
during  the  year  enal)les  our  patrons  to  keep  fairl}^  abreast  of  the 
current  literature  of  the  day.  If  more  money  was  at  our  disposal 
a  wider  range  of  books  could  be  procured. 

We  are  pleased  to  believe  that  this  librar}^  is  an  efficient  agency 
in  promoting  the  better  education  and  culture  of  our  people  ;  and, 
while  with  pleasure  we  call  your  attention  to  the  librarian's  report 
in  regard  to  the  numl)er  of  volumes  taken  out  during  the  year,  we 
could  wish  that  others  of  our  citizens,  of  our  young  men  and 
women,  would  spend  their  leisure  hours  in  storing  their  minds  with 
such  knowledge  as  these  volumes  offer  them,  rather  than  in  listless 
inactivity  or  in  pursuits  positively  harmful. 

The  fire  which  came  so  near  destroying  tlie  Institute  l)uilding 
with  all  its  contents,  did  no  serious  damage  to  the  books,  but  the 
repairs  on  the  library  room  rendered  necessary  the  closing  of  the 
library  for  seven  weeks.  Ui)on  it=s  reopening  a  change  was  made 
in  the  librarian,  and  the  position  so  long  and  so  faithfully  filled  by 
A.  Sumner  Howard  was  accepted  by  Miss  Lizzie  M.  Howard, 
assisted  by  IMiss  Alice  E.  Tufts.  Miss  Howard  having  been  con- 
nected with  the  library  for  fifteen  years  was  so  familiar  with  the 
details  that  no  interruption  occurred  by  this  change. 

Your  committee  were  sorry  to  lose  tlie  valual)le  services  of  the 
Kev.  W.  E.  C.  Wright,  whicli  was  rendered  necessary  by  his  removal 
to  a  distant  State.  His  literary  tastes  and  familiar  acquaintance 
with  books  upon  a  wide  range  of  su])jects,  rendered  his  assistance 
of  peculiar  value. 

The  catalogues  which  were  printed  in  1880  continue  to  be  appre- 
ciated by  all  patrons  of  the  librar}^,  but  the  additions  since  made 
cannot  be  so  satisfactorily  arranged.  Thus  far  bulletins  have 
been  issued  from  time  to  time,  and  the  third  one  is  now  in  prepa- 
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ration,  coiitaiiiiiio-  all  additions  to  tlio  present  date.  It  is  the 
pnrposc  to  print  a  sufficient  number  to  supply  all  who  may  desire 
a  copy. 

Through  the  favor  of  tlie  Hon.  Eben  F.  Stone,  tlie  memljer  of 
Congress  from  this  district,  this  library  is  placed  u[)on  the  list  of 
those  that  are  entitled  to  receive  the  i)iiblic  documents  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  of  the  General  Government,  the  number  in  each 
representative  district  l)eing  limited  to  eight.  Interesting  maps  of 
the  war  of  the  rebellion  have  been  received,  and  mounted  for 
preservation  and  more  convenient  use.  They  indicate  the  positions 
which  the  opposing  forces  occupied  on  the  various  battlefields,  and 
on  successive  days  of  continued  struggles.  They  must  be  of 
peculiar  interest  to  such  of  our  citizens  as  nobly  bore  a  part  in 
that  great  contest. 

It  is  a  question  of  importance  to  decide  in  what  way  this  library 
can  be  managed  so  as  to  be  most  useful  to  our  [)eople.  Among 
the  plans  considered  by  the  committee  from  time  to  time,  two 
seem  most  to  deserve  attention.  One  is  to  have  the  li])rary  opened 
more  days  in  the  week,  and  the  other  to  arrange  some  suita])le 
place  for  persons  to  read  or  consult  books  and  periodicals  in 
quietness.  It  is  thought  that  both  these  objects  can  be  attained 
without  greatly  increased  cost.  Few  lil)raries  of  the  size  of  ours, 
and  with  so  large  a  population,  that  do  not  adopt  some  such  plan. 
It  should  however  be  said,  as  being  an  objection  to  adopting  the 
reading  room  feature,  that  several  of  our  villages  are  too  remote 
from  the  library  room  to  admit  of  their  enjoying  its  advantages 
under  the  most  favorable  circumstances.  Whatever  may  be  the 
obstacles  in  the  wa}^,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  consider  with  care  any 
changes  that  may  be  in  the  line  of  helpfulness,  and  adopt  them  if 
it  shall  seem  w^ise  and  best.  It  is  l)elieved  that  in  no  way  can  the 
benefits  of  this  library  l)e  more  widely  diffused,  than  by  adopting 
some  such  plan  as  is  here  suggested. 

Our  citizens  may  justly  point  with  pride  and  pleasure  to  this 
timely  gift  of  our  illustrious  ])enefactor,  and  recount  the  blessings 
which  will  continue  to  flow  from  this  fountain  of  knowledge.  Amid 
the  conflicts  of  opinion  and  opposing  interests  which  will  arise  from 
time  to  time,  we  need  the  harmonizing  influences  which  come  from 
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a  general  diffusion  of  knowledge  such  as  public  libraries  servo  to 
impart.  We  can  conceive  of  no  way  in  which  a  greater  l)oon  could 
have  been  conferred  upon  our  town.  It  remains  for  us  to  shape 
its  course  in  tlie  line  of  its  greatest  usefulness,  and  to  awaken  our 
citizens  to  the  great  privilege  which  it  is  theirs  to  enjoy.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE, 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Peabody  Institute: — 

Gkxtlk.aien  ; — The  principal  fentnro  to  1)0  noted  in  tiie  record  of 
the  progress  of  the  Ijiljrary  during'  the  past  year,  is  the  g-ratifying 
one  of  the  huge  nirniher  of  names  adde(l  to  the  list  of  l)orro"\vers. 
the  total  nnmber  being  in  advance  of  that  of  any  previous  ycai' 
since  the  complete  esta,l)lisliment  of  the  Library. 

There  is  more  in  this  fact  than  the  increased  I'ccognition  of  the 
value  and  privileges  of  the  library,  whicli  appears  on  the  face  of 
it.  It  is  another  call  for  a  fuller  develo[)nient  of  the  resources  of 
the  I^ibrary.  Not  a  few  of  our  townspeople  have  felt  the  di- 
rection which  such  imi)rovement  should  take,  to  l)e  toward  the 
opening  of  a  reading-room,  or  some  suitable  i)lace  vrhere  readers 
might  consult  several  l)ooks  in  w  shoi't  time,  oi"  enjoy  {)eriodicals 
in  quiet.  Tliis  sentiment  has  found  voice  in  late  yeai's  in  each 
succeedii^g  rei)ort  of  this  conuiiittce. 

How  far  we  fall  short  in  this  direction  is  best  shown  Ijy  the 
following  com[)arison  of  our  lil)rary  work  and  piogress,  with  that 
of  other  towns  similar  to  Danvers  in  the  size  and  character  of 
their  popidation.  'I'his  metliod.  it  is  thougiit,  will  'eavc  little  room 
for  doubt  as  to  the  demand  foi',  as  well  as  the  value  and  feasibility 
of,  such  an  adjunct. 

Out  of  about  forty  towns  in  this  State,  selected  as  com[)aring  iu 
their  num})er  of  inhabitants  wit'i  that  of  Danvers,  the  libi'arians  of 
twenty-eight  have  courteously  sent  many  facts  in  response  to  our 
incpiiries  in  this  direction.     Fi'om  this  source  we  learn  as  follows: 

1.  l)Ut  eight  of  the  twenty-eight  libraries  are  without  reading- 
rooms,  and  but  one  of  these  ap[)roaches  the  size  of  the  Danvers 
liln-ary  within  live  thousand  volumes. 

2.  In  only  one  instancediave  special  means  for  reading  in  the 
library  been  discontinued,  and  in  that  case  the  room  was  avcU 
patronized  up  to  the  time  of  its  being  closed  for  lack  of  funds. 

8.  The  Danvers  librai-y,  although  ranking  third  on  the  list  iu 
point  of  size,  i)resents  the  only  exception  to  the  rule  that  the 
<;-reater  the  collection  of  books  the  older  the  reading-room. 

\.     The  I'emaining  nineteen  I'eading-rooms  are  re])orted  to  be  in 
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n  |)i'osi)oroiis  condition,  l)ein<j;  us('(l  to  an  increasino-  extent  in  all 
hut  Olio  iii.stanc'O. 

5.  (,^uite  a  laroo  number  of  those  readin<]j-iw)ms  are  merely 
bpaees  separated  hy  a  railing;  or  screen  from  the  main  library. 

G.  These  extra  facilities  haye  l)een  given  the  readin<j'  public  in 
a  large  proportion  of  these  towns,  without  the  appointment  of 
additional  assistant  librarians,  notably  the  town  of  AVestlield  which 
has  more  inliabitants  and  a  larger  liln-ary  than  Danyers. 

7.  It  is  :ds()  noticeaJ)le  that  these  libi-;ii'ies  are  open  more  often 
during  the  week  tlian  Avith  us.  This  is  al.so*a  nuitter  frequently 
alluded  to  in  preyious  rei)orls.  nnd  desei'ying  of  particular  consid- 
eration in  connection  witii  tliat  of  tiie  introduction  of  a  reading 
room. 

8.  Finally,  seyeral  of  these  towns  have  successful  reading- 
rooms  which  draw  their  i)atr()nage  from  \  illage.>  remote  from  the 
library,  as  would  be  the  case  in  Dame.'s. 

In  yiev/  of  such  incontestible  evidence  of  the  value  of  such  au 
addition  to  a  lile/ni'y,  and  aftc^r  long  consideration  of  the  su])ject  your 
connnittee  feel  it  a  diUy  to  reeonnnend  that  early  action  be  allowed 
in  this  mattei'  and  wtndd  suggest  that  they  l)e  authorized  to  utilize 
the  cony(uiiently  situated,  well  lighted  and  somewhat  retired  space 
al')ng  the  side  of  our  li])rar3'-room  for  a  reading-room.  Sulficient 
retirenuMit  might  also  be  gained  for  readers  by  an  interyening  screen. 
In  this  way  an  experiment  could  be  made  whieli  would  involye  but 
slight  expcMise.  ;ind  would  offer  advantages  similar  to  many  of  the 
libraries  in  the  State,  in  the  preceding  report  by  our  chairman. 
]Mr.  jMudge,  we  are  wisely  ctiutioned  to  sha})e  our  course  in  the 
line  of  tlie  library's  greatest  usefuln.ess,  and  to  awaken  our  citizens 
to  the  gi'eat  privilege  which  it  is  theirs  to  enjoy."  It  is  in  keeping 
with  this  sentiment  that  the  above  trial  is  ui'ged.  Moreover,  in 
our  care  to  make  no  false  moves  as  guardians  of  an  important 
trust,  we  feel  that  we  should  avoid  the  equal  danger  of  drifting 
into  inaction  1)y  over-cautiousness.  This  subject  should  not  be 
left  witliout  directing  attention  to  a  side-nnitter  brought  out  l)y  the 
above  impiiry.  We  refer  to  the  encouraging  fact  of  the  large 
circulation  of  oui"  lii)rary,  which,  in  proi)ortion  to  its  size  is  greater 
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in  some  notable  instances  than  tliat  of  other  libraries  which  are 
larger  and  more  favoral^l}'  situated. 

So  many  considerations  are  involved  in  an  appeal  to  parents  for 
their  aid  in  In-inging'  al)Out  the  proper  treatment  of  the  lil)rar3' 
volumes,  that  we  merely  renew  our  yearly  request  without  further 
comment. 

We  are  indel»ted  to  Dr.  Eaton  and  Mr.  Andrew  Nichols,  Jr., 
of  the  Danvers  Scientific  Association,  for  their  nice  aiTangement 
and  classification  of  the  minerals  and  various  curiosities  in  the 
cnbinets,  to  which  they  have  kindlygiven  their  time  ;ind  attention. 

In  closing,  it  is  a  })leasure  to  make  mention  of  the  eliicient 
performance  of  the  librarian's  duties  by  ]Miss  Lizzie  Howard,  and 
to  tender  our  acknowledgements  of  the  gifts  mentioned  in  her 
appended  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Peahody  Institute. 

Gentlemen: — I  would  refer  you  to  the  report  of  tlie  Lil)rariau 
for  an  account  of  the  condition  of  the  Library  during  tlie  past 
year.  In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Library  Committee, 
there  has  ])een  set  apart  a  portion  of  the  space  in  the  Li])rary 
room  for  reading,  sufliciently  retired  for  that  purpose  by  an 
intervening  screen,  and  furnished  with  the  leading  periodicals, 
and  useful  and  interesting  reading  matter  of  the  day.  This  space 
also  furnishes  a  suitable  place  for  those  who  wish  to  consult  or 
examine  the  l)ooks  in  the  Lil)rary  or  copy  from  them.  L'pon 
application  to  the  Librarian  all  needed  assistance  will  be  given  to 
those  who  may  wish  to  make  use  of  the  Reading  room.  Owing 
to  the  increasing  number  of  1)ooks  in  the  Library,  it  may  soon  lie 
necessary  to  put  up  shelves  in  the  unoccupied  space  on  the  west- 
ern wall  of  the  Library  room.  I  would  here  notice  that  the  most 
important  part  of  the  duties  of  Library  Committee  consists  in 
selecting  books.  The  value  of  a  liljrary  is  not  in  the  numlier  of 
books  it  contains,  but  in  their  (quality,  which  should  be  useful  and 
interesting. 

In  the  report  of  the  Librarian  for  the  j^ear  1884,  it  is  said  that 
the  whole  numl)er  of  Ijooks  delivered  in  that  year  was  10,538,  and 
that  the  relative  percentage  was  as  follows  : — Fiction  GG  ;  History 
and  Biography  *J  ;  Miscellaneous  8 ;  Voyages  and  Travels  "> ; 
Poetry  and  Drama  o  ;  Science  and  Arts  7  ;  Religion  and  Theology 
2.  By  this  report  it  appears  that  a  larger  nunil)er  of  works  of 
fiction  are  called  for  than  of  all  other  classes  of  books.  In  view  of 
this  fact,  ought  v/e  to  increase  the  facilities  for  this  kind  of  read- 
ing? Should  we  not  rather  limit  our  purchases  of  books  of 
fiction,  and  select  only  those  written  by  good  and  approved  writers, 
and  exclude  those  of  the  second  and  third  class  ?  Would  it  not  be 
well  to  fill  our  shelves  with  useful  and  interesting  books  adapted 
to  the  wants  and  tastes  of  our  readers,  containing  the  thouglits  of 
our  best  literary  and  scientific  writers,  together  with  some  of  the 
liest  works  of  fiction  ? 

I  would  here  give  the  history  of  the  formation  of  the  several 
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public  libraries  in  Dauvers  :  The  necessary  preparations  having 
l)een  completed  by  the  fitting  up  of  the  rooms  in  the  Town  Hall 
for  the  use  of  the  Peal)ody  Branch  Library,  it  was  on  Saturday 
the  oth  day  of  September,  1857,  for  the  first  time  opened  for  the 
delivery  of  books.  The  record  informs  us  that  the  Library  Com- 
mittee at  that  time  were  Messrs.  Silvester,  Weston,  Black,  Pres- 
ton and  Fowler.  Nathaniel  Hills  was  the  Librarian,  and  William 
L.  Weston,  Secretary.  The  number  of  books  purchased  for  the 
use  of  the  Library  was  fifteen  hundred  volumes.  The  Library 
was  opened  on  Wednesdays  from  four  to  eight  o'clock  P.  M.,  for 
delivery  of  books,  and  on  Saturday  afternoons.  The  Librarian 
was  paid  for  his  services  one  hundred  dollars  per  year,  and  if  he 
deemed  it  necessary,  ho  was  instructed  to  employ  boys  as  his 
assistants,  and  pay  them  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  per  day 
each.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Library  Committee,  April  4th,  LSGO, 
the  following  resolve  was  passed : 

Whereas,  Mrs.  Sarah  P.  Page  of  Danvers,  has  presented  to 
the  Peabody  Institute,  as  the  work  of  her  own  hands,  an  excellent 
Portrait  of  George  Peabody,  Esq.,  of  London,  the  same  to  l)e 
placed  in  the  room  of  the  Branch  Li1)rary,  therefore 

Hesolved,  that  the  thanks  of  the  Branch  Lil)rary  Committee  are 
unanimously  tendered  to  Mrs.  Page  for  this  generous  gift,  ren- 
dered doubly  interesting  and  valuable  to  us,  and  assuredly  will  be 
to  tlie  people  of  Dauvers,  since  it  is  a  work  of  art  by  a  native  of 
the  Town,  truthfully  representiug  the  manly  features  of  the  Town's 
greatest  ])enefactor. 

Mr.  Silvester  was  instructed  to  procure  a  suita1)le  frame  for 
the  portrait.  This  valualjle  portrait  of  Mr.  Peal)ody,  painted  by 
Mrs.  Page,  now  Mrs.  Eben  G.  Berry,  hangs  on  the  wall  in  the 
Trustees'  room  in  the  Institute  building. 

The  Librarians  of  the  Library  have  been,  Nathaniel  Hills,  A.  S. 
Howard,  Miss  Lizzie  M.  Howard,  and  Miss  Emilie  K.  Davis,  the 
present  Lil)rarian.  At  no  period  of  its  history  has  the  Peabody 
Library  l)cen  in  so  good  a  condition  as  at  the  present  time,  nor 
has  its  books  Ijeeii  more  widely  read  oi  l)etter  appreciated.  The 
following  is  the  history  of  the  organization  of  some  of  the  pu])lic 
libraries  in  Dan  vers. 
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''The  Daiivers  Social  Library  was  probably  established  in 
1794,  and  was  owned  in  shares  ])y  different  individnals,  and  the 
))ooks  were  loaned  to  share-holders.  It  was  kept  at  times  at  the 
liouse  of  ]3enjamin  Chase  at  the  place  owned  by  the  late  Elijah 
Pope;  and  probably  at  Jndge  Holten's.  This  institution  did  not 
prove  permanent,  hardly  continuing  above  twenty  years.  A  few 
of  the  books  have  been  lately  presented  to  the  '  Ministerial  Li- 
brary' of  the  First  Church.  So  far  as  we  may  judge  by  these, 
the  people  were  not  harmed  by  light  or  '  sensational'  reading 
from  this  library.  They  had  rather  Mason  on  Self  Knowledge, 
John  Newton's  Hymns,  Blair's  Sermons  and  the  like." 

For  these  facts  in  relation  to  the  Dan  vers  Social  Library,  I  am 
indebted  to  Rev.  Charles  B.  Rice  in  his  interesting  History  of  the 
First  Parish  in  Danvers. 

The  New  Mills  Social  Library  was  formed  November  IG,  1808, 
at  the  Port.  Capt.  Samuel  Page,  Capt.  Thomas  Putnam,  Messrs. 
Caleb  Oakes,  Israel  Endicott  and  John  Fowler  were  chosen  Trus- 
tees ;  Rev.  Dr.  Jeremiah  Chaplin,  Librarian  ;  and  Mr.  Archelaus 
Putnam,  Clerk.  On  the  2d  of  December,  1808,  a  committee  was 
chosen  to  purchase  books  for  the  Libraiy,  the  money  having  been 
raised  for  that  purpose  by  an  assessment  of  five  dollars  upon 
eveiy  person  who  subscribed  for  one  share  in  the  Libraiy.  The 
first  Librarian  was  the  Rev.  Jeremiah  Chaplin,  D.  D.,  who  said 
he  would  take  charge  of  the  Library  if  it  was  kept  in  his  kitchen, 
and  opened  for  the  delivery  of  books  on  Monday  evenings.  Mr. 
Stephen  AVhipple,  the  village  carpenter,  made  the  book-case  and 
placed  it  there.  There  was  no  delivery  of  books  by  cards  in  those 
days.  The  collection  of  books  in  this  old  Libraiy  was  probably 
for  the  most  part  selected  by  Dr.  Chaplin,  and  we  may  well  sup- 
pose was  of  the  best  then  to  be  found  in  the  range  of  English 
literature.  I  well  remember  in  my  boyhood  how  these  solid  old 
authors  stood  in  the  pine  book-case  in  the  minister's  kitchen. 
They  were  all  bound  in  calf  or  sheep  skin,  in  a  strong  and  durable 
manner  that  seemed  to  exhibit  and  possess  a  character  for  solidity 
and  respectability  not  seen  in  the  bindings  of  books  of  the  present 
day. 

In  the  record  of  this  old  Library  there  are  no  charges  to  be 
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found  for  the  rebindiiig  of  books.  The  principal  damage  these 
old  books  received  was  l)y  reading  them  at  the  open  fire  places  of 
that  day  and  thus  warping  their  covers.  One  of  the  rules  of  the 
Library  enjoined  upon  its  readers  was,  not  to  injure  the  l)ooks 
when  reading  them  l)y  the  fireside,  and  also  to  avoid  the  drip  of 
the  candle.  In  the  catalogue  of  l)ooks  in  the  New  Mills  Social 
Library,  were  found  the  History  of  the  Jews  by  Josephus,  Hutch- 
inson's History  of  Massachusetts — the  Salem  edition,  the  Poems 
of  Pope,  Burns  and  Cowper,  Goldsmith's  History  of  the  Earth 
and  Animated  Nature — the  only  work  on  Natural  History,  much 
read  by  the  boys,  Paley's  Natural  Theology,  Park's  Travels  in 
Africa,  Law's  Serious  Call  to  a  Devout  and  Holy  Life,  Pilgrim's 
Progress,  Plea  for  Religion  and  the  Sacred  Writings,  The  Imita- 
tion of  Christ,  Human  Nature  in  its  Fourfold  State,  View  of  Re- 
ligion by  Hannah  Adams,  Vicar  of  Wakefield,  Robinson  Crusoe, 
Don  Quixote,  Hannah  Adams'  History  of  New^  P^ngland,  An  Essay 
on  the  Life  of  the  IIonoral)le  Major-General  Israel  Putnam  by 
Col.  David  Humphreys,  the  first  edition  printed  in  1808,  the  His- 
tory of  Sir  Cliarles  Grandison,  Clarrissa  Harlow  and  Pamelia,  or 
Virtue  Rewarded,  by  Richardson. 

After  the  formation  of  the  New  Mills  Lyceum,  the  Library  was 
removed  to  the  brick  school  house  chamber,  and  was  under  the 
care  and  direction  of  the  Lyceum  Committee.  As  there  were  few 
if  any  new  books  added  to  tlie  Library,  the  interest  which  was 
formerly  taken  in  it  declined  ;  some  of  the  books  were  lost  or  not 
returned  to  the  Lil)rary,  therefore  it  was  thought  best  by  the 
Committee  of  the  Library  to  discontinue  its  organization.  What 
became  of  the  books  is  not  known.  These  old  Libraries  failed  to  be 
long  sustained  in  consequence  of  the  lack  of  funds  with  which  to 
purchase  new  books.  For  it  is  a  well  known  fact  that  no  Public 
Library  can  long  be  sustained  where  no  new  books  are  furnished 
from  time  to  time,  as  its  old  readers  will  not  be  retained  nor  new 
ones  acquired.  It  is  new  books  that  furnish  new  life  to  a  Public 
Library.  There  have  been  several  other  Liln-aries  established  in 
Danvers,  of  lesser  note.
